LEXINGTON—A prisoner shouting “‘I’d rather die and go to hell 
than be in the chain gang’’ Monday was shot and killed as he at- 
tacked a prison warden in a jail cell, Board of Corrections officials 


said. 


The prisoner, George Haynes, 
29, Negro, had severely beaten a 
trustry prisoner who attempted to 
get him out of the cell, correc- 
tions director Jack Forrester said. 


The injured trusty, J. D. Wade, 
Negro, assigned to the state prison 
branch at Eatonton, was treated 
by a physician at Athens and 
later was transferred to an Ea- 
tonton hospital. 


Forrester and his assistant, J. 


B- Hatchett, said Haynes was 
shot and killed by Doyle Smith, 
warden at the Eatonton prison 
branch, as Smith went in to help 
Wade.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— The 
House Agriculture Committee re- 
ported Monday that retailers and 
other “middl...en” rang up all 
of .a 20 per cent increase in con- 
sumer food prices over the past 
10 years. 


It said a study showed farmers 
not only did not share in the 
higher costs to consumers but ac- 
tually suffered an 8 per cent drop 
in their returns during the 10- 
year period.

‘AREN’T STARVING’ 


Drawled Sturgill in a telephone 
interview: “We certainly aren't 
starving to death. And my kids 
have shoes, too.” 


Sturgill said his family will 
move from the mountainside cab- 
in at the end of this week into a 
new four-room house built by him- 
self and fellow miners. 


“T won’t owe a dime on it when 
we finish it. I have the deed to 
the two acres of land where it is, 
and where the old house is too. 


“That's how we do things down 
here. We get together and build 
somebody a house. Everybody 
helps,”’ explained Sturgill. 


IDLED BY STRIKE 


Sturgill is out of work because 
of the United Mine Workers strike 
which began March 9 in Harlan 
County. and spread to Sturgill’s 
home county of Letcher a week 
later. 


“We're having a little bit of a 
hard time, but we're getting by 
all right. We get vouchers every 
week from the union—sort of like 
a check—that we can exchange 
for food or for clothing if we want 
Ags 

Sturgill said his voucher was, $30 
a week. The UMW aid varies 
somewhat according to the size 
of the miners’ families, he said.

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Atlanta Will Solve 
This Problem, Too 


One of the reasons Atlanta is such a 
vital and compelling city is that it does 
things. It is a city never satisfied with 
itself. 

When engaged in a program to make 
a better city, Atlanta grows impatient of 
what has been done and what is pres- 
ently under way and gives all its at- 
tention to the matter at hand. 

That, too, is a good thing. A city which 
is content with itself, which is afraid to 
act in the field of business, industry or 
human relations, is a dying city. 

We currently are engaged in trying to 
get all necessary action in the field of ur- 
ban renewal. This is part of the great 
problem of cities in our time. The new 
suburbs grow. The older areas, where 
there have been lax laws requiring main- 
tenance, decay. They must be cleared 
away for renewal of the central city. Pri- 
vate enterprise will build new stores, 
homes and industrial plants to replace 
the blighted properties. 

Greed seeks to handicap or delay this 
process. We must not permit slum owners 
to continue to earn profits paid them by 
all taxpayers because of the heavy costs 
of slums in extra police, crime, juve- 
nile delinquency, health, welfare and 
other services. 

But even as we wrestle with this pro- 
gram, we are reminded by the mayor 
that some 42 capital improvements are 
already under way in Atlanta. The costs 
of these projects, some of which have fed- 
eral and county participation, is $105,- 
208,400. These 42 projects will have been 
completed, put under contract or begun 
in this one year. 

It is an impressive total. It testifies 
eloquently to the fact that the important 
urban renewal program will be project 
No. 43 and that it, like the others, will 
make for a greater and growing Atlanta. 

We have a good city government—a 
good mayor, a good board of aldermen 
and a fine lot of civil servants. 

A week ago the president of one of 
the nation’s greatest corporations—which 
does business all over the nation—told 
businessmen at a private dinner that he 
and his company regard Atlanta as the 
best-managed city in the United States. 
That makes us proud. We know that one 
reason for it is that the people of Atlanta, 
once they understand a need, will sup- 
port moves to meet it. 

Now let’s move on to rebuild our 
blighted areas—with private enterprise 
helping us with new homes and busi- 
nesses, all paying their just share of the 
tax burden.

Crisis in Tobacco Belt 


Merits Federal Action 


Farming is a gamble in which the 
most skillful operator often takes his 
lumps to a similar degree as that of his 
less efficient contemporaries. 

A case at hand is that of damage to 
tobacco and other crops from gulleywash- 
ers that have soaked Georgia fields for a 
number of days. 

The loss to tobacco growers is esti- 
mated in the millions of dollars. Sur- 
veys indicate that damage ranged from 
20 per cent to 70 per cent in most leaf- 
growing counties. Some farmers reported 
losses of 100 per cent. 

The Georgia Disaster Committee yes- 
terday recommended that some 20 coun- 
ties be declared disaster areas. This 
would mean that tobacco farmers affected 
would be eligible for federal loans bear- 
ing 3 per cent interest. They would be 
repayable over a period of from two to 
three years. 

This is not a federal handout. It is 
emergency credit to prevent financial 
ruin at the hands of the elements. 

Evidence shows the emergency does 
exist. Loans should be made available 
without delay in accordance with law.

You, Too, Have Duty 
In School Bus Safety 


The State Board of Education is em- 
barrassed at discovering that Georgia has 
stricter laws governing hauling of cattle 
than. of school children. 

Every citizen in Georgia should share 
that embarrassment. . 

The surge in school bus accidents this 
year has resulted in a reappraisal of 
safety regulations. Findings thus far are 
by no means comforting. 

Many of the buses are old and over- 
crowded. Some of the drivers are way 
past the age of maximum effectiveness 
as to reflexes. Others are physically 
handicapped. 

There has been some tightening of 
regulations in the past several weeks. 
Further steps in that direction are now

Statistics show that 48 per cent of stch 
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accidents are caused by cars hitting buses 
from the rear or side. 

It is the duty of the State Board of 
Education to bring student transportation 
regulations up to date. Likewise it is 
the duty of every motorist in Georgia 
to exercise more caution.

Vandiver Acts Wisely 
In Ending Tax Rumors 


Let us hope that Gov. Vandiver's 
blunt statement yesterday that no tax- 
raising legislative session will be called 
this year ends the matter. 

Pressure and suggestions for such a 
session from some politicians have per- 
sisted in spite of the governor’s re- 
peated attempts to quash them. He is right 
in ending the rash of rumors from which 
political opponents have been reaping 
benefits. 

We do not believe the state of public 
opinion now would sustain a tax hike. 
People are in the mood for economy, 
efficiency and an end to wasteful prac- 
tices. They are ready to give the gover- 
nor’s program a chance to work. They 
are tired of politics as practiced by those 
who profit at taxpayers’ expense. 

The governor appealed to the people 
to-help the state live within its income. 
Here, too, we believe the electorate 
understands that more services should be 
tailored to available funds while the ad- 
ministration continues its program to in- 
crease revenue under present tax laws 
and eliminate waste. 

Meanwhile, there should be patience 
and cooperation by politicians and the 
people. The easier way out, perhaps, 
would have been to accede to pressures 
and to continue practices of the past. 
The governor has chosen the harder and 
wiser course. We also believe it to be 
the popular one.

Disunity Harms Allies 
In Talks With Gromyko 


One of the mysteries of the Geneva 
meeting is just why and how the British 
have been undermined somewhat by their 
allies and by their own people. 

Much depends on the British. It is no 
secret that the United States and France 
are unwilling even to discuss the Soviet 
proposal, for recognition of East Germany 
as a sovereign state. The British are. But 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd accepted 
the majority decision and has not be- 
trayed it. 

Yet Geneva has stewed with reports 
the British are not standing firm. Our 
own people, who might well have taken 
the matter up directly with Selwyn Lloyd 
—as the more able American correspond- 
ents have written from Geneva—appar- 
ently have not done so. They reportedly 
have worried about it in places which 
gave their concern added circulation. 

Then on Monday came the cruelest 
blow of all. The Times of London, a most 
reliable newspaper and considered the 
unofficial voice of the government, says 
that Secretary Lloyd may be removed 
between now and the anticipated summit 
meeting and given some other post. 
There have been denials but the damage 
is done. 

At the time when a solid front is most 
needed in discussions with Gromyko, he 
is allowed to sense that the Allied front 
may weaken. This is a most unfortunate 
incident and we trust some positive ac- 
tion out of No. 10 Downing St. will rem- 
edy it before many more hours pass. 

Meanwhile, the Allies are seeking a 
firm agreement there will be no dis- 
turbance of the status of Berlin as a 
basis for proceeding with plans for a 
summit session. A weary world can but 
hope for the best.

The Atlanta Citizens Crime Committee appears to have a good 
point in urging that the state government purchase from the prison 
industrial program many products it now buys elsewhere. Following 
a study of prisons, the committee issued a report saying that the 
state could save millions of dollars annually through purchase of 


prison-made products. 


In, addition to the savings on 
tax funds, the committee said in- 
creased purchases by the state of 
prison goods would step up the re- 
habilitation of prisoners by teach- 
ing them job skills they could use 
after they are released. 


Under the present law prison- 
made goods cannot be sold to 
private firms but the state, coun- 
ties and municipalities are free 
to purchase what they will. 

The committee found, however, 
that they purchase very little of 
what state industries are capable 
of producing. 

Among the items that the state 
could buy from the prison indus- 
tries at greatly reduced cost are 
schoolroom furniture, shoes for 
inmates themselves, center-line 
and other paint, and other prod- 
ucts.

Constitution and applicable to the 
states under the 14th Amendment. 


However, Douglas said the cen- 
tral issue of the case has nothing 
to do with the amount of the 
fine. Since a court order to pro- 
duce the tax records was fol- 
lowed by a contempt citation with- 
in a few hours, Douglas said, the 
basic question seemed to him to 
be a violation of due process of 
law, required by the Bill of 
Rights. 


Then, said the justice, since the 
issue of the “‘cruel and unusual 
punishment”’ had been raised and 
might be eliminated by a reduc- 
tion of the fine, he acquiesed in 
the denial of a review of the case. 


If Judge Pye’s order imposing 
a $25,000 fine is not modified, it is 
almost certain the NAACP will 
file another appeal, which the or- 
ganization may well do anyhow 
on other grounds. 


The NAACP’s petition was filed 
by attorneys A. P. Walden and 
D. L. Hollowell of Atlanta and 
NAACP attorneys in Washington 
and New York, and was opposed 
in a brief filed by Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook and his aides, 
Robert H. Hall and E. Freeman 
Leverett. 


The state brief opposed the 
NAACP appeal on other grounds, 
but the issue for the present 
turned on the lower court’s judg- 
ment not yet being finally deter- 
mined and assessed.

With police in three states and 
federal authorities searching for 
him, the 6-foot, 200-pound Caugh- 
orn held up a jewelry store at 
Jacksonville, Fla., and escaped 
with $25 and $5,000 in jewelry. 


Immediately after the holdup, 
police at Tallahassee, Fla.; gave 
chase. to Caughorn and a com- 
panion in a stolen car. The car 
was wrecked. Eugene McGinnis, 
identified as one occupant, was 
captured. Caughorn escaped. 


The elusive Caughorn was be- 
lieved to have fled Tallahassee in 
a stolen station wagon.

House Democratic tax experts are 
considering pushing through a 
two-year extension of high war- 
time tax rates on corporations, 
cigarettes, liquor, beer, wine and 
automobiles, it was learned Mon- 
day. 


President Eisenhower has asked 
Congress to extend the taxes for 
another year. Under present law, 
they are scheduled to fall to low- 
er levels on July 1, which would 
mean an annual loss of $2 billion 
to the Treasury. 


That would be a body blow to 
the President’s precariously bal- 
anced budget for next year. 


Key Democrats on the tax- 
writing House Ways and Means 
Committee believed Eisenhower 
would go along with a two-year 
extension of the high rates, which 
were imposed during the Korean 
war. In the past, Congress has ex- 
tended the rates on a year-to-year 
basis.

By: County 
Is Endorsed 


Fulton County’s present ac- 
Counting procedures, which two 
‘years ago were held to lack ade- 
| quate internal control, Monday 
were given an unqualified ap- 
proval by an external auditor. 


The approval was eontained in 
an audit report filed by the firm 
of Mount and Carter, the inde- 
pendent auditing firm which 
checks the county’s records. 


When the firm first began aud- 
iting for the county in 1957, it re- 
ported: 


“Due to lack of adequate in- 
ternal control and accounting rec- 
ords, we are unable to express an 
| independent accountant’s opinion 
on the fairness of the representa- 
tions contained in the statements 
submitted in this report.” 


“IN CONFORMITY” 


In its 1958 report on the coun- 
ty’s records, however, the firm 
said: 


“In our opinion, based upon 
our examination, the accompany- 
ing balance sheets and related 
statements of Tevenue, expendi- 
tures and cash receipts and dis- 
'bursements .. . present fairly the 
financial position of the various 
funds of Fulton County at Dec. 31, 
1958, and the results of its oper- 
ation for the year then ended, in 
conformity with generally accept- 
ed principles of governmental ac- 
counting. .. .” 


The just-released audit declared 
that ‘“‘controls have been estab- 
lished over most of the uncollect- 
ed revenue items.” 


MUST CHART COURSE 


The auditing firm, under its 
contract with the county, is re- 
quired to recommend accounting 
procedures necessary to place all 
county records on a par with na- 
tionally recognized governmental 
accounting standards. 


These recommendations are 
turned over to Comptroller John 
F. Still, whose office, with ap- 
proval of the county commis- 
‘sioners, puts them into practice. 


The audit also carried for the 
first time a statement on the 
value of the county's fixed assets. 
It showed that between the be- 
ginning of 1958 and Dec. 31, value 
of these assets increased from 
$33,890,651.23 to $37,198,559.76. 


$12 MILLION INVESTED 


Also included for the first time 
was a complete listing of all in- 
vestments the county has made 
with funds from different ac- 
counts which are not in use. It 
lists $11,964,293.47 in investments 
with maturity values of $12,066,- 
900.

In a way I, a long-time fan of the Sal- 
vation Army, was more impressed than 
Hosea because I never heard such singing in 
cffurch. I asked a Salvationist friend if ev- 
erybody must sing or play an instrument or 
if they don’t occasionally graduate a young 
man or woman who sings like a crow.
